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PRIVATE GOLD COINAGE OF CALIFORNIA 

By A. KOSOFF, Chairman of National Coin Week 

As collectors of coins and as students of numismatics, most of us 
have at one time or another heard of the private gold coins issued in 
Georgia and North Carolina between 1830 and 1834. These were the first 
private issues of real consequence in this country, but the subsequent 
coinage of California private issues constitutes a much more important 
chapter on this subject. For the moment let us examine the California 
coinage. 

This series of California coinage struck between 1849 and 1855 rep- 
resents the currency in actual use between the time of the discovery of 
gold and the establishment of a branch of the United States Mint in San 
Francisco, a period which, with the exception of our war years, was one 
of the most sensational in our national history. 

When John Marshall discovered gold at Sutter’s Mill in January, 1848 
our country was soon placed on a solid and prosperous basis which brought 
an abrupt end to the period of hard times which had prevailed for a 
decade. News of this discovery and the enormous influx of population 
had a far-reaching effect throughout the country. Repeating the history 
of Georgia and North Carolina, gold dust and gold nuggets soon became 
a medium of exchange even though it was inadequate for many purposes. 

At this point it might be wise to review the currency situation which 
prevailed at this time. 

Coins were a necessity for the payment of custom duties and import- 
ers hoarded every piece of coined money, whether of gold or silver, for 
that purpose. The origin of the coinage made no difference. German, 
French, English and Spanish coins were in circulation. Mexican and 
South American money was in common use. The fact that these coins 
were passing at over their par value did not effect trade in any way. A 
French silver 5-franc piece, intrinsically worth only 93 cents, was ac- 
cepted at $1 everywhere except at the Custom House. For fractional 
currency any foreign silver coin was acceptable and all silver the approx- 
imate size of a quarter passed for that amount even though the par value 
was less than 20 cents.

The inevitable result of this practice was that speculators reaped 
large profits from the traffic in silver and gold coins (even as our coin 
dealer of today). This resulted in a further scarcity of metallic currency. 
The fact that the Custom House refused to accept gold dust or gold nug- 
gets but insisted on hard money further aggravated the situation. Mer- 
chants actually paid a premium in gold dust to obtain silver coins which 
were worth less than the price paid for them, for not only did the Custom 
House insist on it, but the Orientals would accept nothing but silver in 
payment for purchases in China. 

Obviously something had to be done — and so, only six months after 
John Marshall’s discovery of gold, a group of San Francisco’s prominent 
citizens, among whom were Walter Colton, Talbot H. Green, J. S. Ruckle, 
Thomas O. Larkin, C. Wooster, Milton Little, J. Spence, and Jose Abrigo’, 
outlined the embarrassing state of affairs caused by the lack of a suitable 
currency and asked the Governor to sanction a private assayer’s issue of 
gold coins. Governor Mason agreed to order the Custom House to receive 
in payment of duties California grain gold wrought into convenient 
shapes at Its intrinsic values. Before the businessmen had time to act on 
this authority, the Governor revoked the permission, having ascertained 
that an act of Congress prohibited him from granting it. 

Within the month a great public meeting was held in San Francisco 
determined to fix a definite value for gold dust and to find some substi- 
tute or equivalent which would be acceptable by the government. Miners 
from all parts of the state attended as did bankers, merchants, and the 
general public. Despite the insistence of the miners that California raw 
gold was worth $18 or more per ounce, a current value was settled upon 
at $16 per ounce. 

* tben ’ was the currency status when the first private gold coin 

ot California made its appearance. Early in 1849, a $5 piece was issued 
bearing the stamp of Norris, Gregg & Norris. Though issued at Benicia 
City it has the imprint of San Francisco. The firm of Norris, Gregg & 
Norris is, therefore, reputed to be the first to issue a private gold coin 
in California. 


Moffat & Co., who were doing an assaying and gold brokerage 
business in San Francisco, issued rectangular ingots of gold and followed 
with a circular $10 piece bearing their private stamp. 


From this slow beginning there followed an avalanche of private 
gold coins; every big company coming from the east brought machinery 
for coining. Even Utah and Oregon coins appeared in the form of 
issue of the Mormons and the Oregon Territory. 


Among the California companies striking coins were the Miner’s 
Ba ? k ’ ° rmsby & Ca ’ Pacifi c Co., Cincinnati Mining and Trading Co., 
and Templeton Reid who had originally struck the first of all private 
coinage in Georgia in 1830. 


Many of the issues were debased and soon lost favor. A Pacific 
Company $10 piece, for example, had a gold value of only S7.86, whereas 
the Templeton Reid $10 piece was worth $9.75. The Mormon coins 
were the first to fall into disrepute, then the Miner’s Bank came into 

fnH a r r * h vf Se and ° ther issues were soon driven from circulation, 
and those who owned them were forced to sell them for bullion value 
and take a loss. One after another these issues disappeared, leaving 
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only Moffat & Co. as the survivor of 1849, and they continued to mint 
coins in 1850. In the latter year Baldwin & Co. and Dubosq and Co. 
issued $5 and $10 pieces. 

The path of private coinage became a little rough when a bill was 
introduced in the State Legislature which would class all such coins 
as counterfeits, would impose the penalties provided for in the federal 
laws, and would compel the redemption by the companies of all coinage 
issued by them within 30 days after the passage of the act. 

Moffat & Co. came to its own defense and its reply cited the history 
of the private coinage of Georgia and North Carolina and protested that 
no law existed prohibiting the practice — all to no avail. Laws were 
passed in 1850 which put an end to the business for a time. Another 
act established the Office of State Assayer and prescribed his duties. 
Private coiners were compelled to redeem their issues on demand, at 
face value. Other restrictions included in the act made it next to 
impossible for them to continue in business. But early in 1851, the 
State Legislature repealed these acts and Congress authorized the 
appointment of a United States Assayer. Moffat & Co., who had obtained 
the contract with the federal government, abandoned their private issues. 

In 1851 $5 coins bearing the inscriptions of Dunbar & Co. and 
Schultz & Co. appeared and Baldwin & Co. issued a $20 piece, the first 
of that value to be struck. The first $5 piece, you will recall, was struck 
by Norris, Gregg & Norris, the first $10 by Moffat & Co. and now the 
$20 by Baldwin & Co. 

More coins were issued in 1851 than ever before and again the 
distrust of the coinage came to the surface, and again all but those 
coins issued by Moffat & Co. were refused by the banks. A committee of 
merchants condemned the principle of private coinage as, and I quote, 
‘’evidently so adverse to the existence of a sound monetary system that 
the committee cannot but condemn it in the strongest of terms. The 
committee urged the establishment of a United States Mint as the only 
sound solution to the problem. 

For the second time, private coinage was abandoned and the only 
pieces struck were the fifty dollar octagonal slugs issued by the U.S. 
Assay Office. Refusal of the businessmen to accept any other coins 
speedily sent those coins to the melting pot. We now see why these 
coins are so rare today and sell at substantial premium prices. 

Unfortunately, the $50 piece, which now was the only acceptable 
coin, was a bit cumbersome. Besides, smaller denominations were nec- 
essary in order to conduct business. Once again the coins which were 
acceptable for duties were hoarded and three years of hectic activity 
brought the citizens back to where they had started. 

Moffat & Co. was petitioned by the merchants to issue coins in 
smaller denominations than $50, and the company obtained government 
consent to mint Ten and Twenty dollar pieces. Another firm, Wass, 
Molitor & Co., began to strike $10 coins in 1852. The United States 
Assay Office also issued $10 and $20 coins in 1853, as did Moffat & Co., 
and in 1854 and 1855 the firm of Kellogg & Co. issued $20 coins and 
also in 1855 a $50 coin which is excessively rare. 

Nowhere have we mentioned the names of Augustus Humbert, 
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Frederick D. Kohler or Albert Kuner and no consideration of California 
coinage would be complete without them. 

Augustus Humbert was the first United States Assayer of Gold in 
California and issued coinage attesting that fact. Frederick D. Kohler 
was a New York jeweler who joined the gold rush in 1849, and in 1850 
was appointed State Assayer. 

Albert Kuner was born in Bavaria in 1819 and came to the United 
States in 1848. Like many others, he was attracted to California by 
the marvelous gold discoveries, and arrived in San Francisco in 1849. 
Having been an expert in the art of cameo cutting, Albert Kuner found 
it profitable to enter the field of die-cutting and seal engraving. In the 
employ of Moffat & Co., he cut the dies for the first $10 piece as well 
as those for the seal of California and for hundreds of medals. He made 
the dies for the Norris, Gregg & Norris coin, the Moffat coins of 1849 
and 1850, the Schultz $5, the Dunbar $5, the Baldwin $5, $10, and $20 
coins, and some of the $50 pieces. He also engraved the dies for the 
coins issued by Wass, Molitor & Co. as well as those for the Deseret 
Assay Office $5 coin of Utah. 

In 1862, when the Government of British Columbia contemplated an 
issue of local gold, Kuner was commissioned to prepare the dies and he 
cut those from which were struck the excessively rare $10 and $20 
pieces dated 1862 bearing the name of “British Columbia.” 

Like most other interesting series, that of the private gold of 
California is studded with rare and unusual pattern or experimental 
pieces. Especially so is the $2.50 coin issued by the Pacific Company. 
It was struck in silver and only two pieces were made. None was issued 
in gold. A $10 coin by Moran & Clark appears in copper, and a $20 coin 
of the Cincinnati Mining and Trading Co. is also known in copper. 
Edgar Adams listed it as unique. An outstanding item is a $20 coin 
struck in copper by Blake & Co. in 1856. It represents the final effort 
of a contemplated renewal of private coinage in California. An inter- 
esting story accompanies this unique coin. Some years ago Henry Chap- 
man owned it and the well-known collector, Waldo Newcomer, wanted it. 
He wanted it so badly that he offered to trade quite a collection of coins 
for it. Chapman drove a hard bargain, then auctioned off the collection 
to ° k in trad *. A s the story goes, Chapman realized over 
*1J,U00 for the material for which he had relinquished this $20 cooper 
com minted by Blake & Co. in 1856. 

In closing we should recall that the coinage by private mints was 
born of necessity. Merchants and bankers tolerated it because they 
expected it to be replaced by government issues. 

Its need, however, was felt by every class in the community. It 
gave the miners an increased value for their nuggets and dust It 
facilitated trade for the merchant and permitted of a more stable system 
for the banker. The government could clear its custom storehouse 
because merchants were able to pay their duties. True, all of these 
benefits did not always accrue at one and the same time, but someone 
always did benefit. 


OBSERVE NATIONAL COIN WEEK, APRIL 22 TO 28 
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THE STORY OF ENGLISH COINAGE 

By H. A. SEABY, London, England 

The earliest known coins were struck in Asia Minor in approxi- 
mately 700 B.C. and in the course of the next few hundred years most 
cities and peoples around the Mediterranean shores issued their own 
coins. It is indirectly to Ancient Greece that we owe the first British 
coinage. 



Stater of Philip II of Macedon 


Philip II, King of Macedon, 359-336 B.C., struck one of the largest 
issues of gold coins in ancient times, which circulated throughout the 
then known world. The natives of Gaul copied these gold staters and 
with them sailed across the English Channel to trade with the Britons. 



Early Stater of Britain 

About 150 B.C. the Ancient Britons made a rather crude copy of 
the Gaulish imitation, and followed it up with still more barbarous 
imitations. 

On the conquest of England by the Romans a law was published 
prohibiting the circulation of any money but that bearing the Imperial 
authority, so for some four hundred years Roman coins were the official 
currency of this country. After the Roman withdrawal these coins and 
copies of them continued to circulate and for some two hundred years 
there is a complete break in the coinage. There then appeared a Saxon 
coinage of small silver and gold coins, known as the sceat and the 
thrymsa, without the name of the issuers, and about which very little 
is definitely known. 



Penny of Cynethryth, Widow of Offa 


In the eighth century the silver denier was the common coin in use 
in Western Europe and was brought across the English Channel by 
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travellers. In about the year 760 Offa, King of Mercia, struck a silver 
penny of really good workmanship at Canterbury, and for some six 
hundred years the silver penny was almost the only denomination to be 
coined. The weight of this coin was 24 grains and gave its name to 
the penny-weight . 



Penny of Alfred the Great 


The above illustration is a penny of Alfred the Great, 866-871, 
which was struck at London and has the monogram of that city on 
the reverse side. Tilevine Moneta refers to the moneyer or man who 
was responsible for the issue. 



Penny of William I 


The conquest of England by the Normans saw no change in the 
coinage and William the Conqueror struck only the penny. As in Saxon 
times the coins were struck at a large number of towns, it being easier 
to send dies around the country than vast quantities of pennies. 



Gold Penny of Henry HI 


In the reign of Henry III, 1216-1272, an attempt was made to 
introduce a gold coinage. In 1257 a gold penny was struck weighing 45 
grains, and was to be current for twenty pence, but this was soon raised 
to twenty-four pence. The country was not yet ready for this innovation 
and the citizens of London protested; the King listened to their plea 
and promptly withdrew the issue, hence its extreme rarity today. No 
specimen has turned up on the market for some years, and today it 
is catalogued at £1,000. 

In 1279, under Edward I, a new coinage of a new type was issued. 
It was to consist of penny, halfpenny and farthing, and was of a type 
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Penny of Edward I 


as illustrated above. Groats of the value of four pennies of somewhat 
similar type were also struck but this denomination did not really come 
into general circulation until the reign of Edward III in 1351, when the 
half-groat was also first struck. The pennies of Edward I are so common 
that although nearly seven hundred years old they can be purchased for 
about half a crown. 

For some time it had been felt that a gold currency was necessary 
and, in fact, foreign gold coins freely circulated here, which could hardly 
be entirely satisfactory. In 1343 Edward III ordered a gold coinage, 
which consisted of the florin, its half the leopard, and its quarter the 
helm. The florin was nearly pure gold, 23 carats 3 y 2 grains fine, and 
weighed 108 grains. It was current for six shillings, double the value 
of the Italian florin. These pieces were too highly rated in proportion 
to silver and were at once withdrawn, and very few examples are in 
existence today. 




Noble of Edward III 


In the following August the first noble was issued, being current 
for 6s. 8d., it had on it the famous type of the king in a ship, which 
may have been suggested by the naval supremacy won at Sluys in 1340. 
During the next few years there were various changes in weight and in 
1351 it was finally fixed at 120 grains and the ratio of gold to silver 
being settled at twelve to one ratio, and by this time the half and quarter 
nobles were being regularly issued. The inscription on the reverse of the 
noble “Jesus autem transiens” etc. was considered to be a charm against 
thieves or rather a warning against the practice of clipping. The purity 
of the metal of these coins and their handsome appearance led to their 
being copied in the Low Countries; these were, however, of lighter 
weight and of somewhat base gold, and laws were passed prohibiting 
their importation. 

For the next hundred years there was little change in the coinage 
except for some reduction in weight owing to the exchange position, and 
the internal value of money, i.e., inflation. In 1464, on account of the 
dearth of money the value of the gold was raised to 8s. 6d. for the noble. 
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In the following year a new gold coin, the ryal or rose-noble, was issued ; 
it was like the earlier noble in design but had a rose on the ship and a 
sun in centre of the reverse; these being the badges Edward IV had 
adopted after the battle of Mortimer’s Cross. Its weight was 120 grains 
and its value was raised to ten shillings.

As it was still felt desirable to have a 6s. 8d. coin, why we cannot 
imagine, as there was a half -ryal of 5s., except that it had become the 
standard professional fee (and is still retained by lawyers), a new coin, 
the angel, was established. The type was the Archangel Michael, with 
wings and a nimbus, transfixing a dragon with a spear. This is the coin 
that was used for the “touching for the king’s evil”; when afflicted 
persons came before the king to be healed by his “touch,” the sovereign 
hung a gold coin around the invalid’s neck as a charm against a return 
of the disease. 

When we come to the reign of Henry VII, 1485-1509, the coinage 
represents the first step in the transition from mediaeval to modern 
currency, and the greatness of the house of Tudor shines forth in the 
splendor of its money. He coined two new denominations, the gold 
sovereign or double ryal, weighing 240 grains, and being current for 
twenty shillings, and the silver testoon or shilling. 

On the obverse of the sovereign the king is shown enthroned, and 
on the reverse the Tudor rose is charged with the royal shield. Its large 
size offered the artist ample scope of which he took full advantage; it 
was the finest coin that had ever been struck in England and excelled all 
other European coins, and marked the growing wealth of this country.

The other new coin, the testoon or shilling, was first minted in 1504, 
and its design introduced new features into our coinage. The king’s bust 
was in profile for the first time and could therefore be a portrait in 
place of the stereotyped facing head. Another innovation was the 
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placing of words or numerals after the king’s name to denote he was 
the seventh Henry who had ascended the throne. Numismatists have 
only been able to distinguish the various issues of the' earlier kings from 
mint-marks and other small devices, except in the case of some of the 
coins of Henry III. 

Henry VIII added considerably to the coins issued by his father, all 
in gold; the double-sovereign, the half-sovereign, the George-noble, the 
half-George-noble (only one specimen now known), the quarter angel, 
the crown and the half-crown.

The George-noble and its half were only issued during this reign. 
In 1530 the angel of 80 grains went up in value to 7s. 6d., and the 
George-noble took its place as the 6s. 8d. coin. The ship came back on 
the obverse and the St. George and dragon is found on the reverse; this 
is the first appearance of England’s patron saint on her coinage. 

The innovations during this reign, however, showed one retrogres- 
sive step. That was the lowering of the standard of the coinage. Some 
of the gold was brought down to 22 carats (at which standard most 
gold coins continued to be struck right up to 1917) and later for a 
short period to 20 carats. The debasement of the silver money com- 
menced in 1543, when it stood at 5 parts fine to 1 part alloy, and it 
successively fell till it was only one-third silver. 

Queen Elizabeth turned her attention to the state of the coinage 
almost immediately on her accession, and restored the silver to its old 
fineness. In this reign the number of denominations reached its max- 
imum and must have been rather confusing to both the shopper and the 
shop-keeper. The gold coins of the best quality (23 cts. 3% g rs * fine) 
were the sovereign (30s.), the ryal (20s.), the angel (10s.), the half- 
angel (5s.) and the quarter-angel (2s. 6d.); those of “crown gold” (22 
cts. fine) were the pound sovereign (20s.), the half-sovereign (10s.), the 
crown (5s.) and the half-crown (2s. 6d.). The silver coinage consisted of 
eleven denominations: crown, halfcrown, shilling, sixpence, groat, three- 
pence, half-groat, three-halfpence, penny, three-farthings, halfpenny. 

Up to this reign all coins had been hammered, struck by the 
hammer, which often caused a weak or imperfect imprint and an irregu- 
lar edge, the latter being an encouragement for clipping. At this period 
the French introduced a new method of striking coins by means of the 
screw-press, and in 1560 machinery was set up in the Tower for making 
“milled money.” The coins thus struck were very superior to the ham- 
mered money, but the workmen at the mint thinking their livelihood 
was in danger so objected that the experiment was short-lived, and the 
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regular adoption of milled money was put back for nearly one hundred 
years.

It was during the reign of Queen Elizabeth that the first colonial 
coins were issued. In 1600 coins were struck for use by the new trading 
company, “The Company of Merchants of London Trading into the 
East Indies.” They are often called portcullis crowns, half crowns, shill- 
ings and sixpences, but were really 8, 4, 2 and 1 reales as they were to 
supersede the Spanish dollar and its parts. 

Grueber writes, “The death of Elizabeth brought to a close one of 
the most important periods in the history of the English coinage, that 
•of the Tudor dynasty. The coinage from Henry VTI to Elizabeth had 
been as remarkable for its vicissitudes as for its excellence. During no 
other period did the English mints issue such an array of coins so con- 
spicuous for their beauty of workmanship, their unusual size, and their 
great variety. The actual output also exceeded that of any previous 
period.” 

At the accession of James I, son of Mary Queen of Scots, the union 
of England and Scotland is recorded on the coinage by alteration in the 
monarch’s titles as well as the change in the royal arms. The coinage 
of this reign is somewhat complicated as there were three separate 
issues, all differing as far as the gold was concerned, but no startling 
innovations took place. 

There was a copper coinage in Scotland, and James, realizing the 
advantages of this and objecting to the leaden tradesmen’s tokens that 
were then circulating, decided on an official copper coinage in this 
country. But instead of having these struck at the Royal Mint he issued 
a patent to Lord Harrington to strike copper farthings bearing the 
king’s name and to weigh 6 grains each. As they were small and thin 
they were not at all popular, although they were issued at a discount. 

Owing to the Civil War, the reign of Charles I provides the most 
extensive and varied coinage of any period. The early years of the 
reign showed little change in the coinage, but one of the effects of the 
struggle between the king and the parliament was the establishment of 
local mints throughout the country, which supplied money for the king 
to carry on the struggle. Besides the normal coins of the Tower mint 
and those of the local mints, there must be added the coinage of Nicholas 
Briot and the issues of towns and castles in a state of siege. 
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In 1625 Briot came to England from the Paris mint and obtained 
employment at the Tower, where the main English mint had been 
established for centuries. He re-introduced the mill and screw-press, 
but it was only used for the coins engraved by himself, and he was the 
finest die engraver that had worked in England for some years.

The majority of the coinage was still hammered but the dies for 
some of these pieces were also probably executed by him. The York 
mint was established by 1642, and the king, having gone north, sum- 
moned Nicholas Briot to bring his coining instruments to York; this 
mint remained open until the battle of Marston Moor in July 1644 
placed the city in the hands of the Parliamentary forces. 

A considerable amount of the silver used for the coinage came from 
Wales, and in 1637 Thomas Bushell, the lessee of the mines, was 
instructed to open a mint at Aberystwyth for the coinage of this silver. 
On the 19th September 1642 the king held a Privy Council at Wellington 
in Shropshire, where he made his famous “Declaration.” This was 
henceforth found on the reverse of most of his coins as “Religio Protest- 
tantium , Leges Angliae, Libertas Parliamenti ” (The religion of the 
Protestants, the laws of England, the liberty of the Parliament) 
abbreviated. At about the same time Bushell’s mint was transferred 
to Shrewsbury, but it only stayed here for a short time as it was moved 
to Oxford in December 1642. At this latter mint a number of outstand- 
ing pieces were struck; in gold we get the handsome triple unites or 
three pound pieces (see Frontispiece), the largest piece in this metal 
to date ; in silver we find the pound and half-pound ; these were probably 
made from plate belonging to the Oxford Colleges, as well as from 
private owners who gave theirs to the king. The engraver at Oxford 
was Thomas Rawlins, who also superintended the operation of that mint.

He produced one especially remarkable coin, that showing the king 
on horseback with a view of the city in the background. The Oxford 
mint remained open till the city fell in 1646, but Bushell was sent off 
in July 1643 to open a new mint at Bristol, which he maintained till 
the fall of that city in 1645 when he moved to Lundy Island. Other 
mints were also established at Truro, Exeter, Weymouth, Salisbury, 
Worcester, etc., for varying periods. 

The last series of money of this reign were the siege pieces; these 
were mostly silver, and were struck at Carlisle, Colchester, Newark, 
Pontefract and Scarborough. These pieces were mostly cut from pieces 
of plate and stamped with a mark of value according to their weight,

but those issued at Newark and Pontefract were more regularly struck, 
mostly on lozenge-shaped blanks. 

When the king left London, the Parliament seized the mint at the 
Tower and continued to strike coins bearing the king’s portrait till 
1646 when they ran short of bullion. The mint opened again under the 
Commonwealth, when we have a coinage for the first and last time with

the legends on both sides in English. A series of very fine coins, bearing 
on the obverse the portrait of Cromwell, were designed by Thomas 
Simon and beautifully struck in a press; it had been intended to issue 
these for circulation but for some reason they do not appear to have 
been issued as they usually turn up in first-class condition. 

At the Restoration Charles II continued the old process of ham- 
mered money; these were from good dies made by Simon but very 
badly struck. In 1662 Peter Blondean re-introduced a milled coinage 
and used a collar for the edge ; on the large coins this had words Decus 
and Tutarnen (an ornament and a safeguard, i.e. against clipping) and 
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date or regnal year, on the other coins graining; these coins vary very 
little from those used today. The silver consisted of crown, halfcrown, 
shilling and sixpence, also fourpence, threepence, twopence and penny 
(weight 7 23/31 grains). The gold coinage was five guineas, two 
guineas, guinea and half-guinea. The earliest pieces were made from 
gold brought from Guinea by the Africa Company which provided the 
name for the gold coin of twenty shillings (weight 129 39/89 grains). 
The dies for the new milled coinage were engraved by Jan Roettiers, a 
native of Antwerp, who had been appointed a colleague to Simon at the 
Mint, as his father had rendered financial assistance to Charles in exile. 
He and Simon did not get on together and the latter appealed against 
the acceptance of Roettiers’ dies. A trial of skill was ordered and they 
both produced new dies. Simon made his now famous “Petition Crown” 
and Roettiers the dies that were adopted in 1663, superb art having 
been defeated by personal feeling.

On this piece there are two lines of legend (except for “Majesty”) 
running around the edge:

About fifteen specimens of this rare pattern are now known, of 
which six are in museums; it is one of the most sought after pieces and 
a first-class specimen would probably realise at least £750 today. 

This reign saw the introduction of a proper regal copper coinage 
and in 1672 halfpennies and farthings were issued. The figure of 
Britannia was adopted for the reverse, copied from the Roman coin of 
Antoninus Pius, and the Duchess of Richmond sat as a model. At the 
end of the reign tin superseded copper; but these pieces had a copper 
plug in them, and this continued into the next two reigns, but in 1694 
the mint resumed the striking of copper. 

Early in the reign of George III regal coins of both silver and 
copper became very scarce which led to the revival of trade tokens. 
These were made in very large quantities by local authorities and trad- 
ing firms; they were finally suspended in 1797 when a contract for a 
new copper coinage was given to Boulton of the Soho Mint, near 
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Birmingham. Previously the trouble with the official copper coinage 
had been its constant forgery, but the new pieces were of good weight, 
which made it unprofitable for the forgers to copy. The first coins to 
be made were the “cartwheel” twopence, containing 2 oz. of copper, 
and a similar penny. They were, however, too clumsy for ordinary use

and in 1799 a halfpenny and a farthing were made. The twopence was 
not continued but the other three denominations were struck on many 
dates up to 1860. Half, third and quarter farthings were occasionally 
struck for use in some of the colonies and in 1842 the former was pro- 
claimed as current in this country. After 1860 a bronze coinage took 
the place of the copper and they were of the same size and denomination 
as today and all are still current. 

The gold coinage stayed the same until the last years of George III, 
except for the introduction of two new denominations. In 1718 and 
again in 1762 a quarter-guinea was struck, and in 1798 a third-guinea 
was first issued and retained till 1813, the date that the last guinea and 
half -guinea were struck. In 1817, sovereigns (weight 123.274 grs.) and 
half-sovereigns were first struck in their modern size and shape, with 
St. George and dragon on the reverse of the former, and were continued 
in most years for the next century. In a few years five pound and two 
pound pieces were also issued, usually in the first year of a new coinage. 

As previously stated, there has been little change in the silver 
coinage since the days of Charles II. It is somewhat uncertain when 
the four small coins ceased to be struck for general use, but only for 
the Maundy ceremony, probably in the reign of George III. In 1836, 
fourpences with Britannia on the reverse were struck for circulation and 
threepences, the same as the Maundy threepence in 1845. A new denom- 
ination, the florin (2s.), was introduced in 1849, and from 1887-90 the 
double-florins were struck. The first florin was known as the “Godless” 
florin owing to the omission of DEI GRATIA or D.G. from the inscrip- 
tion. In 1816 the weight was slightly reduced from 93 grs. to 87*4 grs. 
for the shilling; silver coins from this date are still legal tender. In 
1920/1, owing to the rise in the price of silver, the coinage was debased 
to only 50% silver, at which it had remained till 1946. Now no silver 
is being struck but halfcrowns, florins, shillings and sixpences are being 
made in cupro-nickel.

Foreword 

In the preparation of any work dealing with numismatics the 
writer cannot avoid pondering the fate of the men who were responsible 
for the coins which form the subject matter of his discussion. In the 
preparation of this particular article however, there is another human 
factor which became inseparably a part of any present-day study of 
Russian coins: the fate of the men from whom the author acquired his 
initial knowledge in numismatics — the fate of the numismatists of 
Russia, under the Soviet Regime. 

The day the Soviet Government established itself in Russia, was the 
doomsday for all Russian coin collectors. 

Numismatics was not a new hobby in Russia. During the reign of 
Catherine II (1762-1796) the number of coin collectors among the 
nobility was such, that some of them, being unable to obtain specimens 
of rare coins of preceding reigns, petitioned the empress to order the 
mint to strike the desired coins from original dies and their request was 
granted. During the 19th century the number of collectors increased 
considerably, many numismatic works were published, and by the time 
of the first World War, the hobby was very popular with the educated 
class in Russia. The beginning of the war in 1914 brought the order 
from the Russian Imperial Government to turn in all the gold. However, 
as in the U.S.A. coins of numismatic value or interest were excluded. 

But the persecution of Russian numismatists began soon after Lenin 
and his followers seized power in October of 1917. One of the new 
government’s early orders commanded collectors to surrender their 
coins to the nearest Soviet office, under severe penalties for failure to 
do so. In as much as the study of numismatics was very popular only 
among the intelligent class, which, almost without exception, had been 
hostile to bolshevik or communistic doctrines, the new rulers of Russia 
did not have to make any concessions or show any leniency. 

Many of the Russian numismatists died in the White armies, trying 
to fight the spread of communism in Russia ; many others were executed 
in the torture chambers of Cheka (Soviet Gestapo), or perished in the 
concentration camps. In a number of cases their only guilt was the 
possession of high school or college education. Only very few were 
fortunate enough to escape abroad. 

In the early Twenties The Soviet Government established a so-called 
Numismatic Bureau for “Study of Numismatics.” However, the actual 
reason behind this move was the necessity of cataloging and appraising 
the confiscated coin collections, prior to their sale abroad. Many of 
these collections are listed in auction catalogues and price lists of German 
coin dealers 1924-1928. The foreign currency realized from such sales 
was used for communistic propaganda abroad. 

The science of numismatics no longer exists in the Soviet Union. 
According to the “proper” communistic point of view, it is nothing but 
“Capitalistic Folly” and “Bourgoise Hobby.” Certainly, no right think- 
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in g Soviet citizen would ever stoop so low\ as to collect some obsolete 
coins bearing portraits of former czars and sometimes having religious 
inscriptions as well. 

Thus the present day study of Russian coins brings the inescapable 
conclusion that tyranny and despotism continue to flourish in this world 
in one form or another, and that barbarism has not, as yet, been relegated 
to ancient history. 


Peter the Great 

Russia was conquered by Mongolian hordes during the first half 
of the 13th century. The Russian princes were forced to pay tribute 
to Tartar Khans and Russia was kept isolated from the rest of Europe. 
Although, at the end of the 15th century the Tartar domination was over- 
thrown, the Russians still continued to cling to ancient ways of life and to 
many oriental customs which had been acquired during the Mongol rule. 

Such was the condition when, in 1672, Peter was born. Peter was son 
of the second czar of Romanoff’s dynasty, Alexei Mikhailovitch, after 
whose death in 1676, Theodor, elder brother of Peter, inherited the throne. 
After Theodor’s death in 1682, Peter was proclaimed czar, but his sister 
Sophia, with the support of “streltzy” (ancient Russian troops) com- 
pelled him to divide the rule with his feeble-minded brother Ivan, with 
herself as princess regent. During the seven years of Sophia’s rule, 
Peter had no active voice in the affairs of the state, but spent his time 
with “Play Troops.’’ These he organized and trained with the help of 
several foreign officers. He also frequented the foreign settlement in 
Moscow, where he learned much of Western Europe and its ways of life. 
In 1689 the followers of Sophia proclaimed her the sole ruler of Russia 
and tried to overthrow Peter. The revolt was frustrated, Sophia was 
banished into a monastery and Peter became the full czar of Russia. 

In 1695 Peter tried unsuccessfully to take the Turkish port of 
Azov on the Black Sea. The following year however, by the use of new 
ships built under the direction of foreign masters, the port was captured. 
Selected men were then sent abroad to learn shipbuilding and other 
useful trades. A diplomatic mission was also sent into Western Europe, 
the czar himself being an incognito member. This mission visited 
Germany, Holland, England and Austria. Peter eagerly examined all 
the industries, especially those which pertained to naval science and 
to other useful trades. In some of these places he even worked as a 
helper, amazing everybody with his quickness in learning things. 

In 1698, in his absence from Russia, another revolt took place and 
Peter immediately returned to Moscow. His two sisters Sophia and 
Martha, together with his wife Eudokia, who were the instigators of 
the trouble, were made nuns, while all the other participants in the 
plot were executed. 

Then Peter started his struggle with ancient Russian customs and 
prejudices, which he knew were detrimental to his country’s progress. 
One of the first orders prohibited the wearing of oriental robes and of 
beards. Beards were prohibited for the higher classes and for govern- 
ment officials and employees, while others could retain theirs only upon 
the payment of a tax, for which copper receipt tokens were issued. Some 
of these tokens bear the slogan “A beard is an additional burden.” 
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A number of other important changes took place: the establishment 
of a police force, regulation of taxation, division of the country into 
gubernatorial districts and a number of measures for promotion of 
industry and trade. Russia, at that time, had no free access to the 
ocean. Although it possessed several points on the Black Sea, the only 
exit, Bosporus, was in Turkish hands. The Baltic shores, too, belonged 
to Sweden. Peter decided “to cut through the window into Europe” 
by taking from Sweden the shores of the Baltic. The war started in 
1700 and at first the Russians met with several setbacks. Later, however, 
with Peter’s “Play Troops” as the nucleus of the new army, the Swedes 
suffered a number of crushing defeats. At the peace treaty of 1721 the 
Baltic shores were ceded to Russia, after which Peter adopted the title 
of “Emperor.” His war with Persia was also successful and resulted in 
the annexation of several important provinces along the shores of the 
Caspian Sea. In 1703 he founded on the Gulf of Finland a city, which 
became the new capitol of Russia — St. Petersburg. 

Peter died in January, 1725, of pneumonia, which he contracted 
while rescuing drowning people from icy waters. During his whole 
life Peter was faced with numerous uprisings throughout the country, 
as a result of his new ideas. His sisters, his first wife and his son, who 
died in prison, sided with the “old way of life” party. In his private 
life Peter was a man of loose morals, cruel and without mercy even to 
his nearest relatives, but as a statesman, organizer and troop leader he 
is almost without equal. 

In conclusion, because of its connection with the study of rubles, the 
following incident in Peter’s life is cited, although its authenticity is by 
no means certain. Peter, who was a man of tremendous height and 
strength, was riding one day with several men of his staff, when his horse 
lost a shoe. Dismounting at a blacksmith shop in the next village, Peter 
ordered the blacksmith to make a horseshoe. “Let me see it,” said Peter 
after the shoe was made and taking it in his hands he straightened it. 
“This horseshoe is no good, make me another one,” he ordered, throwing 
the bent iron into a corner of the shop. Several other horseshoes met 
with similar fate before Peter was satisfied. After the work was com- 
pleted, Peter threw the blacksmith a silver ruble. To Peter’s amazement, 
the smith bent the coin in his hands and threw it into a corner saying, 
“This ruble is no good, give me another one.” Several other silver rubles 
were treated in the same fashion, until Peter, taking the hint, gave 
the smith a gold piece. 


Russian Coinage Before and During the Reign of Peter the Great 

Among the many reforms introduced by Peter, was the establish- 
ment of regular coinage. Prior to his time, the czars of Moscow coined 
only the archaic denga (half kopeck) and kopeck. Both were of a very 
crude and irregular fabric and often of uncertain metal finess Peter’s 
father Alexei Mikhailovitch tried to issue some larger denominations. 
Altin (three kopeck piece) was minted similar to denga and kopeck, 
while segments of European talers were counterstamped to pass for 
quarter ruble. The minting of half ruble was also tried, but only a 
very small number was produced in each case. 
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Alexei also made an attempt to coin rubles, but the amount actually 
struck was again very limited, and the mint, not even equipped to make 
silver blanks, had to coin these rubles over foreign talers. The foreign 
talers had a large circulation in Muscovite dominions under the name 
of “Yefimki” (singular — Yefimok) due to the absence of similar domes- 
tic currency. They were usually valued at 100 denga or 50 kopecks. 
During the reign of Alexei Mikhailovitch, the mint counterstamped a 
number of these talers, thus increasing their value to 64 kopecks. 

Gold coinage for general circulation did not exist at all, such coins 
being struck only to be given as reward for distinguished military service, 
or for other outstanding services. Copper coinage had been attempted 
during Alexei’s reign, but, due to improper handling by the authorities, 
these coins created such confusion in the country, that there resulted 
a so-called “copper rebellion,” after which this venture was abandoned. 

Peter the Great established uniform coinage in all metals. There 
was no abrupt change in Peter’s coins, rather a gradual improvement 
during his reign. The first of Peter’s rubles was coined in 1704 and no 
earlier ones exist, although some foreign sources mention these coins 
as early as 1701. No rubles prior to 1704 were known to Russian 
numismatists of the old times, who for a century and a half combed 
the whole country for any possible varieties of coins. 

There are several hundred die varieties of Peter’s rubles and it 
would not be practicable to list them all, so the author limited this 
monograph to the description of every different type and to yearly 
listings, making notations about some of the more outstanding die 
varieties.

Below the eagle is the Slavic 
date divided by the tail.

Several die varieties: No letter on the sleeve, letter H, letter G. 
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4. Ruble 1707 

Obv. Similar to #3, somewhat different bust, H on the sleeve. 

Rev. Leg.#8. (Moscow ruble) in two lines divided by the crown. Below 
the eagle is Slavic date 1707 divided by the tail. 

Edge: plain. 

This type is very rare. 


5. Ruble 1707 

Obverse, reverse and edge are similar to #3, below the eagle is the 
modern date 1707. 

Several die varieties: No letter on the sleeve, letter H, G, small crown 
between the words on obverse, larger bust, etc. 



6. Ruble 1710 

Obv. Leg.#7. Large bust. 

Rev. Leg.#9. (Russian ruble 1710) Eagle, under the wings is the Moscow 
mint-mark (Leg.#3). 

Edge: plain. 

Die varieties with or without H on the sleeve. Very rare. 




7. Ruble 1710 

Obv. Leg.#7, somewhat different bust. H on the sleeve.

Edge: plain. 

Several die varieties: No periods in date, smaller head, open crown, etc. 



9. Ruble 1714 

Obv. Leg.#7. Bust in armor. 

Rev. Leg.#12, but date 1714. Eagle. 

Edge: plain. 

This date is very rare. The variety with 4 over 3 in date is more common. 


10. Ruble 1718 

Obv. Leg.#13. (Czar Peter Alexievitch, Autocrat of all Russia) Bust in 
armor. 

Rev. Leg.#14. (New coin, price ruble) Slavic date 1718, crowned double- 
headed eagle. 

Edge: Leg.#15. (Legal Moscow ruble of denga coin mint 1718 I.L.) 
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Very large number of die varieties: Letters under the bust OK, KO, L 
on eagle’s claw, smaller head, different ornaments in armor, one or 
two rows of rivets in armor, legend beginning below' the bust, N in 
date instead of Leg.#16, MAHETA, MOHETA with O over A, date 
1719 on edge, different spelling of edge inscription, etc. 



11. Ruble 1719 

Obverse and reverse are similar to #10, Slavic date 1719. 

Edge: Leg.#17. (Legal Moscow ruble of denga coin mint 1719.) 

Many die varieties: MAHETA, MOHETA wdth O over A, letters, OK, 
KO, on eagle’s tail L, smaller head, different ornaments in armor, 
embroidered mantel, one or two rows of rivets in armor, L on eagle’s 
right claw, eagle with large crown, different edge spelling, one has 
Leg.#18 instead of #19, etc. 



12. Ruble 1720 

Obverse, reverse and edge are similar to #11, Slavic date 1720. 

Many die varieties: Letters KO, OK, K, without letter, armor with or 
without ornaments and with or without rivets, larger or smaller crown, 
robe with or without buckle, palm leaf on the breast, rosettes instead 
of periods, edge with 1718, edge with many variations in spelling, etc. 
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13. Ruble 1721 

Obverse, reverse and edge are similar to #11, Slavic date 1721. 
Again a large number of die varieties similar to preceding. 



14. Ruble 1723 

Obv. Leg.#13, different spelling. Bust in Roman armor with open neck. 

Rev. Leg.#20. (New coin, price ruble 1720, 1723) Crowned double-headed 
eagle. 

Edge: plain. 

This ruble with two conflicting dates is called a pattern coin (?) by 
several authorities. Chaudoir, in his work on Russian coins, also 
mentions rubles with Slavic dates 1722 and 1723 of bust and eagle type. 
Since no rubles of bust and eagle type were struck for circulation after 
1721, these two coins listed by Chaudoir are rare trial or pattern pieces. 




15. Ruble 1722 

Obv. Leg.#21. (Peter Alexievitch Emperor and Autocrat of all Russia) 
Bust in armor, robe. 

Rev. Leg.#22. (New coin, price ruble) Four crowned Russian P’s in a 
form of a cross, inside of the two P’s 17-22. 

Edge: Leg.#23. (Russian ruble of coin mint.) 

This new bust and cross type has also many die varieties: Different 
spelling in titles, different number of leaves in wreath, larger or 
smaller date, star above head, etc. 

16. Two rubles 1722 

Obv. Similar to #15. 

Rev. Leg.#24. (New coin, price two rubles) Similar to #15. 

Edge: braided. 
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17. Ruble 1723 

Obv. Leg.#21. Bust in Roman armor with open neck, on the breast is 
a double eagle with only two heads showing. 

Rev. Similar to #15, 17-23. 

Edge: Leg.#25. (Russian ruble of Moscow mint.) 

Many die varieties: Different hair curls, different amount of laurel 
leaves, OK under the bust, etc. 



18. Ruble 1723 

Obv. Leg.#21. Armor covers neck, eagle on the breast, ermine robe 
chain and cross of St. Andrew’s order, OK on the sleeve. 

Reverse and edge are similar to #17. 

Many die varieties: Large or small St. Andrew’s cross, different number 
of jewels in its chain, rosettes instead of periods in titles, different 
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19. Ruble 1724. St. Petersburg mint 

Obv. Leg.#26. (Peter I, Emperor and Autocrat of all Russia) Bust in 
armor, below is the St. Petersburg mint-mark (Leg.#27). 

Rev. Leg.#28. (New coin, price ruble) Four Russian P’s in a form of a 
cross, somewhat different than preceding. In the center is the star of 
St. Andrew’s order, which looks like sun. 

Edge: braided. 

Prior to 1724 all the rubles were struck only at the Moscow mint. In 
1724 St. Petersburg mint commenced its operation and the first type 
issued at the new mint acquired the name “sun ruble,” due to its reverse. 

Again a number of die varieties: With or without OK under the bust, 
different spelling of titles, different punctuation, open or covered neck, 
different hair ribbons, etc. 

20. Ruble 1724. Moscow mint 

Obv. Similar to #17. 

Rev. Similar to #19, no star in the center. 

Edge: Leg.#29. (Russian ruble of Moscow mint.) 

Many die varieties similar to preceding: Roman armor with open neck, 
with or without OK under the bust, different punctuation, variations 
in spelling of edge inscription, etc. 



21. Ruble 1725. St. Petersburg mint 

Obverse, reverse and edge are similar to #19, date 1725. 

Many varieties: With or without the star (sun) in the center, with or 
without necktie, star over head, cloverleaf, different number of rivets 
in armor, nross above the head, different spelling of titles, one with 
Leg.#30, etc. 



22. Ruble 1725. Moscow mint 
Obv. Similar to #17. 

Rev. Similar to #20, date 1725. 
Edge: Similar to #20. 


Several varieties: Roman armor with or without OK, dots instead of 
scales on armor, dots below I’s on reverse, etc. 
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23. Ruble 1733 

Obverse and reverse are similar to #17. Bust in Roman armor, edge 
lettered. 

This ruble with anachronistic date is called a pattern by Petrov, while 
some other sources claim that this coin is an imitation of Peter’s ruble 
by some Caucasian nation.

CHARLES H. FISHER, A.N.A. 2146 

On January 16, 1949, Charles H. Fisher of Cleveland, Ohio, died in 
St. Luke’s Hospital. He was 73. 

For the last 25 years Mr. Fisher operated a coin business from his office 
in the Guardian Building in Cleveland. His public coin sales, which until 
recent years were held frequently, attracted collectors from all parts of the 
country. Charles was a charming and generous host and deeply respected 
by those who knew him. 

At the time of his death he resided at 823 Prospect Avenue, N.W. He had 
been twice married, first in 1899 to Miss Eva Gunion, who died in 1917, and 
then in 1919 to Mrs. Anna Rosenberg, who died in 1920. 

Chester Henry Fisher of Brecksville, the child of his first marriage, and 
John Montrose Fisher of Detroit, the child of his second, three grandchildren, 
and a sister, Mrs. Thomas Hamley of Geauga Lake, survive him. 

Following Masonic services he was buried in Acacia Cemetery. 


HENRY HERING 

Henry Hering, sculptor, died on January 15, 1949, at the age of 74. He 
studied in Paris during the nineties, having as fellow students no less famous 
sculptors than Adolph Weinman and Charles Keck, with whom he maintained 
a lifelong friendship. He was the best man at Mr. Weinman’s wedding. 

His best known works were statues, several of which are in Indianapolis. 
His “Pro Patria,’’ a bronze casting twenty-two feet high, is the central figure 
of Indiana’s War Memorial there. He also executed much of the architectural 
sculpture at the Field Museum of Natural History, the Industrial Arts 
Building and the Union Station in Chicago. While his work included many 
medallions, there are no particularly outstanding numismatic items. However, 
as a protege of Augustus St. Gaudens, he was responsible for the execution 
and completion of the eagle and double eagle issued by the United States 
government in 1907. Despite opposition from officials at the mint, these coins 
were issued in time to be presented to Mr. St. Gaudens before his death. 
A further story about the historical background of the issue of these coins 
will be published in The Numismatist at a later date. 

Several of the members of the executive board of the Association had 
the experience, at the time of the 1945 executive board meeting which was 
the wartime substitute for an annual convention, of visiting his studio across 
the street from the Empire State Building. It will be recalled that an army 
bomber struck the building in the fog and one of its motors and a gasoline 
tank passed completely through the skyscraper. After coming out on the 
other side, they crossed the street and penetrated the roof of the Waldorf 
Building, falling into Mr. Hering’s studio and exploding there at a time when 
he was not present. The fire and explosion caused incalculable damage, and 
the board members saw much of the debris after the Army officials had 
removed what was government property. Mr. Hering also told them about 
the accident and about some of his works. — MARTIN F. KORTJOHN 


ROBERT ELLISON, A.N.A. 8292 

We regret to report the death of Bob Ellison of Petaluma, Calif., on 
October 31, 1948. Though not in. health for several years his death comes as 
a profound shock to his immediate family and many friends. 

A native of Camas, Washington, he was 31 years of age. 

He was interested in a number of hobbies, devoting considerable time to 
them In pursuit of his especial interests he was a member of the Petaluma 
Cinema Club, the Rail Fans Club of Oakland, and the American Numis- 
matic Association. 

Funeral services were held at Mount Funeral Chapel and interment at 
Cypress Hill Memorial Park. 
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DR. GEORGE J. KASTLIN, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 

Dr. George J. Kastlin, 48, blood specialist and Pitt Medical School 
professor, died January 28, 1949, in the Pittsburgh Presbyterian Hospital. 

Dr. Kastlin was an active member of the Western Pennsylvania Numis- 
matic Society and specialized in medical medals. 

He was a graduate of the University of Pennsylvania and Medical School, 
and had been a staff member of Presbyterian and St. Margaret’s Hospitals 
for years. He was a veteran of World War II and associated with numerous 
hospitals and faculty representative on health phases of cyclotron work. 

Surviving is his mother, Mrs. Henry G. Kastlin. 


SAN FRANCISCO’S BONANZA INN

Your A. N. A. Convention in San Francisco, August 21-24th, in the

The story of its planning and 
construction reads like a fairy tale, but nevertheless is merely record- 
ing factual day-to-day activities that were taken in their stride by its 
builder William Chapman Ralston, whose activities in San Francisco 
just about included everything. 

The present day Palace Hotel is the one that rose from the ruins of 
the earthquake-fire of April, 1906, and even today, with its “new look” 
from the outside, from the inside reflects the dignity and poise the name 
implies, and the air of its fame of the past. 

Facing on New Montgomery St. at Market, between Second and 
Third, it stands opposite one of the golden days’ business street of San 
Francisco — Montgomery, now known in financial circles as the “Wall 
Street of the West.” Looking across Market St. down Montgomery St., 
your eyes take you past California’s first National Gold Bank (now 
Crocker First National), the West’s oldest bank of continuous service 
(Wells Fargo Bank), the Russ Bldg., San Francisco’s tallest and the 
site of the famed hotel Russ House, the world’s largest private bank — 
Bank of America, an achievement of only 45 years, past the corner near 
which the original S. F. Mint opened in 1854, and on into the famous 
North Beach area from whence San Francisco’s many famous Major 
League stars have come. If you could but see over Telegraph Hill — site 
of the old signal tower which reported arriving ships — you would see the 
famed Rock. This is just a sample of the innumerable items of popu- 
lar interest to tourists and even to San Franciscans too, for they never 
tire of such interesting items. 
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While you bestir yourselves to the thrill that awaits you in San 
Francisco with its attractions, the Convention work goes on and the

MEDAL OI THE NORTHWEST PAPER COMPANY 

To commemorate the 50th Anniversary of the operations of the 
Northwest Paper Company, 1898-1948, a handsome bronze medal was 
struck late in 1948. 

The accompanying illustration, which is actual size, shows on the 
obverse a member of the Canadian Northwest Mounted Police from 
which is derived one of the trade-mark names “Mountie” which marks 
the company’s products. In the background are coniferous trees, sym- 
bolic of the Northwest and also the principal source of the company’s 
raw material. 

In lower left field is a compass card and to the. right is a circle 
enclosing the letter W representing the Weyerhaeuser Company which 
owns the Northwest Paper Company. 

The Medal was designed by Rene Chambellan of New York. He is 
considered one of the country’s outstanding contemporary sculptors. 
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THE COINAGE OF CHRISTIAN X OF DENMARK

Christian X of Denmark reigned in an interesting period of history. 
His coinage naturally would depict the times of his reign, and so it 
shows the effect of two world wars and a depression on his country’s 
currency. 

Christian X was born September 26, 1870, at Charlottelund Castle 
near Copenhagen. He was the eldest son of King Frederick VIII and 
of Louise, Princess of Sweden and Norway. In 1898 he married Alex- 
andrine, Duchess of Macklenburg-Schwerin. He was crown prince in 
1906, and on May 15, 1912, he became King of Denmark. He was 
King of Iceland, too, until 1919, when he signed an act of Parliament 
granting Iceland independence. He continued, however, to rule Iceland 
as a separate kingdom until May, 1941, when Iceland voted to separate 
from Denmark. In 1946 Iceland became a Republic. Christian X died 
April 20, 1947, at Amalienborg Castle in Copenhagen. 

There was only one slight change in the denominations of his coin- 
age from his father’s, and that is Frederick VIII had a franc and a two 
franc piece for use in the Danish West Indies, whereas Christian X had 
a five bit bronze piece. This is the last piece of money coined by Den- 
mark for use in the West Indies, as in 1916 Denmark concluded a 
treaty with the United States, ceding the Danish West Indies for 
$25,000,000. Other denominations of Danish currency are the same 
as formerly, and consist of 1 ore, 2 ore and 5 ore pieces in bronze; 10 
ore and 25 ore pieces in silver; and 10 and 20 kroner pieces in gold. 
To these coins, similar to those of the preceding king, are added several 
coins individual to the reign of Christian X. Among these are the 
nickel 10 and 25 ore pieces; the one-half, 1 and 2 kroner pieces in 
aluminum bronze; the iron 1, 2 and 5 ore pieces; the zinc and aluminum 
pieces; and the 1 and 2 kroner silver pieces, the usage of which was 
revived from the coinage of Christian IX. Too, the coins of Christian 
X are of the holed type as well as the regulation solid type. It is by 
these changes in metal that we can trace what happened to the country, 
for they were the results of necessity. Several commemorative silver 
two kroner pieces were issued during Christian X’s reign, also, as they 
were during the reign of his grandfather. 

Denmark’s coins are minted in the Copenhagen mint; the heart 
on Danish coins is the mintmark for that mint. There are 100 ore to a 
krone, and ordinarily a kroner is worth approximately twenty-five cents 
in United States currency. The wheat and dolphin shown on Danish 
coins illustrate primary industries of Denmark, and the “hearts” in the 
arms represent the many islands which comprise Denmark. The motto 
of Christian X was “My God, My Land, and My Honor.” (It aptly 
describes the character of the man.) 

William Burchard Poulsen was the mintmaster in Copenhagen’s 
mint until 1919 when Hans Christian Nielsen became mintmaster. The 
initials VBP and HCN represent these men. Knud Gunner Jensen 
was the designer of medals and coins, and his initials GJ are on many 
of the coins of Christian X. His initials are still on some current coins 
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of Denmark because those coins were designed by him. Andreas 
Frederik Vilhelm Hansen, who uses the initials AH, has been assistant 
to Gunner Jensen since 1908. Harold Salomon is the present designer, 
and his initials HS, or S, appear on Danish coins as early as 1937. 
Another initial on Danish coins is N, which stands for N. P. Nielsen, 
mintmaster since 1928. 

Denmark's possessions included the Faroe Islands, which in 1946 
were declared fully independent from Denmark, and Greenland, which 
is the sole remaining possession of the tiny country. Iceland, the Faroe 
Islands and the West Indies became Danish possessions when Norway 
joined Sweden in 1814 and Denmark accepted the Norwegian depend- 
encies. These possessions had a coinage separate from that used in 
Denmark, but that is another story. 

The commemorative coins of Christian X are the two kroner silver 
pieces, and the first one was, as is usual in Denmark, struck upon the 
death of Frederick VIII and the ascension of Christian X as king. These 
coins are unusual in that they are double-headed — with the old king s 
portrait on the reverse and the new king's portrait on the obverse. The 
next commemorative coin celebrates the silver wedding of King Chris- 
tian and Queen Alexanderine in 1923 and the busts of both, with 
Denmark’s coat of arms, crowned, on the reverse. The third commem- 
orative coin was for Christian X’s sixtieth birthday, and has his portrait, 
with a beautiful reverse of the entire Danish coat of arms, with wild- 
men supporters, and the Order of the Elephant. The next commemora- 
tive was to celebrate Christian X’s twenty-fifth year of reign in 1937 
and, again, shows his portrait, with the Danish arms, crowned, on the 
reverse. The * last commemorative coin struck during the reign of 
Christian X was to celebrate his seventy-fifth birthday in 1945 and 
shows his portrait on the obverse, with the dates 1870-1945 wreathed, 
and two kroner and the motto “Eet med sit folk i sorg som i seir, 
which means “One with his people in sorrow as in victory." Remember 
in 1945 the Nazis had occupied Denmark. The usual coin struck upon 
the death of a king of Denmark was not struck in 1947 due to a lack of 
silver. A bronze medal was struck instead of the usual coin. 

In the first World War of 1914-1918 Denmark issued iron coins in 
1, 2 and 5 ore denominations. Bronze and copper coins disappeared 
as well as the silver coins. These iron pieces substituted for the regular 
minor coinage. In 1919 they were retired, as well as the emergency 
paper money which had been issued during the war years. The iron 
pieces were designed by Knud Gunner Jensen, and bear the initials of 
the director of the mint at that time, Vilhelm Buchard Poulsen. All 
have CX, crowned on the obverse, and the Copenhagen heart mintmark ; 
the reverses all have the various numerical denominations. 

The necessity paper monies of this period were two. Both pieces 
were of one kroner value. The first type was in use from 1914-1920, 
the second was in use from 1916-1921. The reddish paper of the first 
note was disliked by the Danes because it wore badly and became dirty 
easily. Besides the Danes felt it was not backed sufficiently by the 
Danish Government. This note is signed by D. Lange and Bing. The 
second issue of emergency paper money during the period of the first 
World War was made of a greenish-blue paper and was signed by 
D. Lange and Reche. The Danes had until 1928 to redeem these notes 
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which were first issued in 1916. Before 1914, Denmark had had no notes 
smaller than a five kroner note. 

During the early 1920’s Denmark had difficulties with her economic 
situation, and in 1922 hid a crisis in which the rapid depreciation of 
her currency became the leading political question of the day. Iceland 
demanded to become an independent state under the patronage of 
Denmark and demanded its own coinage since the Danish kroner was 
quoted low at the time. In 1924 the Danish kroner fell to % of its gold 
value. In 1924 the government passed a measure to secure a slow rise; 
in November 1926, the kroner had practically reached its full gold 
value. Denmark had been on the gold standard since 1873, but went off 
the gold standard in 1931, together with the other Scandinavian coun- 
tries. During this period of uncertain economics for Denmark a new 
metal was used for the 1 and 2 kroner pieces — aluminum bronze, and 
from 1924 to 1926 a 50 ore piece was struck in the same metal, but was 
unpopular since it was confused with the 2 ore pieces. It was the first 
time the one-half kroner was struck in a coin of that particular size. 
In 1920 the small silver ten ore and 25 ore pieces were replaced with 
larger size nickel pieces of the same denominations. These nickel coins 
were holed along in 1924 ; the bronze coins were holed in 1926. In 1926, 
too, encased postage stamps, issued for ten ore, were made by the 
Danish Postmaster, with an advertisement of the American Tobacco 
Company in Copenhagen on the reverse. The company leased the “ad” 
privilege from the government and paid for the manufacturing of the 
covers, which were circular and of celluloid. 

The next serious change in Danish currency occurred during the 
second World War when 1 ore, 2 ore and 5 ore zinc coins were struck 
and replaced the usual bronze coins. These coins were not holed, and 
have CX, crowned on the obverse, and the denomination encircled by 
a wreath with “ore” underneath it on the reverse. Aluminum 2 ore and 
5 ore pieces were struck during this period, also, and were not holed, 
but were struck identical to the zinc coins of the same denominations. 
Zinc 10 ore and 25 ore coins were issued, both of which were holed and 
have CX-R on the obverse, and the denomination on the reverse. An 
aluminum bronze portrait 1 kroner piece was struck in 1946, too, the 
first portrait coin made of aluminum bronze. 

During World War II there were 2000 Danish and 2000 Norwegian 
soldiers picked for occupation duties in Germany, and the Danish 
Brigade used notes of 5 ore, 10 ore, 25 ore and 1 krone as currency. 
They read in the Danish language which translated is “This note must 
only be used as a medium of payment within the Danish Brigade Military 
Establishment, according to given regulations made by Order of the 
Kingly Danish War Ministry.” The obverse has the Danish arms, 
denomination, “Den Danske Brigade,” and the information on it; reverse 
has a CXR background design with the denomination, and the informa- 
tion in English and German. The Allied Supreme Command issued 
notes for use in Denmark in denominations of 25 ore, 1, 5, 10, 50 and 
100 kroner notes. Although printed, they were not used. Translated, 
they read, “Made and authorized by the Allied High Command for use 
in Denmark.” 

Encased postage stamps were used again in the second World War, 
in Denmark, as currency. They were used by large commercial houses 
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due to the shortage of small change caused by the Germans withdraw- 
ing all the Danish copper and bronze they could find. A regular issue 
of Danish postage stamps was used which was backed with cardboard 
and covered with cellophane. The reverse has an advertisement of some 
store on it. No one is responsible for their redemption. 

To finance the underground, during the war, Danes bought and 
wore small medals with the Danish cross, crowned and CX, 1870-1940 
(or succeeding annual dates) on them - the women’s medal had a bar- 
pin on it and the men’s was made to wear in a buttonhole. They were 
sold annually and the date of the year they were sold is on them, as the 
date changed accordingly for each year. The monies paid for them 
bought necessary equipment and supplies for the Danish underground. 
When Germany seized Denmark’s copper and bronze, the Danes had 
ornaments made of the 1 ore, 2 ore and 5 ore coins, tied together with 
ribbons in Denmark’s colors, red and white, with a tiny safety pm 
attached, so the “ornament” could be worn. A mark of defiance, ye 
it kept as much as possible of the precious copper and bronze out ot 
the Germans’ hands. 

The Communists in Denmark, too, were busy. They put a hammer 
and sickle through the lower part of the numeral 5 on some of .the 5 ore 
coins of Denmark, so the Russian emblem was complete on the Danish 
5 ore pieces. Danish coins are not allowed to be defaced, so these coins 
are not redeemable, but were defaced for propaganda purposes only, 
by Danish Communists. 

Now Christian X is dead, and his son is Denmark’s present king. 
A more beloved king Denmark never had than Christian X because o 
his friendliness, simplicity and loyalty to Denmark. Unfortunately, t e 
changes in Denmark’s coinage during his reign show only the economic 
problems with which Denmark had to deal during the difficult years or 
two major wars and a great depression. It is doubtful that any neutra 
country during the last war lost more than did Denmark, who lost her 
possessions of the Faroe Islands and Iceland, as well as her markets 
of Germany and England and a great deal of her goods of dairy products, 
etc. Her economy was ruined by the Germans taking her goods an 
using their money in payment for them. And her pride was hurt in 
that, for the first time in her history, she was over-run by another 
country. The spirit of her king throughout these difficult years helped 
the Danes to keep their courage and to do their best under all cir- 
cumstances.

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STARTING A COIN CLCB 
Advantages 

Meetings generally are foolish and 
wasteful unless preceded by a clear- 
cut statement of their potentialities 
and of their advantages to those in 
attendance. It is not easy to assemble 
a group for a specific purpose, but 
once assembled, the function of its 
organizer is to convince his hearers 
of two things: the good or evil of 
the item under discussion and the 
benefits to those concerned. Starting 
a coin club is subject to these basic 
promotional notions. We numisma- 
tists may very well ask: What advan- 
tage is there in starting a coin club? 
The question is reasonable, for one 
does not start a club unless it is 
apparent that some good will result, 
either to oneself or to others. 

To answer the question, I may say 
that a coin club has many advantages, 
not the least of which are: 

1. Camaraderie. No specialist is 
immune from the desire to communi- 
cate with others of his kind whether 
artist, numismatist, carpenter, etc., 
and to share mutual enthusiasms. 
No one is so unhappy as the chess 
player in a town of non-chess players, 
or the solitary numismatist or the 
unknown philatelist. All of us wish 
to admire and be admired; to appreci- 
ate works of excellence, and to have 
our own accomplishments appreciated. 
We numismatists are no exception. 

2. Knowledge. All men, without 
exception, hunger after knowledge. 
None will deny that many stimulat- 
ing contacts, discussions, tips, sug- 
gestions are the natural accompani- 
ment of coin club meetings. Expe- 
rience continually demonstrates that 
even the brightest person can learn 


something from the dullest. The 
numismatist does not live who can- 
not learn from the youngest numis- 
matic amateur. 

3. More Collectors. Once a club is 
organized, it will continue to attract 
new members, and perhaps to revive 
the interest of lagging collectors, and 
probably bring in some “fallen-aw r ay” 
collectors. 

4. Economic Gain. We live in a fac- 
tual world. We ought not to deceive 
ourselves in any of our motives. 
There is no doubt that the more col- 
lectors there are the greater is the 
value of collectors’ items. Therefore, 
to state the matter candidly, the more 
collectors the more valuable my own 
collection. 

5. Pleasure. Finally, we ought not 
overlook the fascination and real 
pleasure of coin-collecting as a pre- 
occupation in itself. There are many 
aspects from which to select a spe- 
cialty. 

How to Start 

Once the desire for a club is appar- 
ent, a few hints for its organizing 
may be offered. Make out a list of 
all persons in your city and neighbor- 
ing towns who had or have an inter- 
est in coins, medals, and currency. 
This list should include those as far 
away as thirty or forty miles, for 
experience has shown that out-of- 
towners will not be deterred by dis- 
tance if the attraction is adequate. 
Contact each, first by mail in which 
the broad plan of the club is stated 
and then by phone. The phone con- 
tact could be made a little more 
urgent under the valid excuse of 
wanting to know how many are going 
to be present at the organization 
meeting to allow the food committee 
to estimate the refreshments needed. 
In both mail and phone contact ask 
each candidate to bring along others 
who may be interested. Make it clear 
that the club is open to men and 
women and to juniors between 16 
and 21. 

The Meeting 

A few minutes study of the basic 
rules for conducting a meeting will 
be invaluable. The Librarian at your 
local library will gladly supply you 
with manuals on parliamentary pro- 
cedure. Procedures vary with the 
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group and locale, but ordinarily once 
the group has assembled and is ready 
to convene anyone, (probably the 
initiator of the club) can act as a 
temporary chairman until a perma- 
nent chairman is elected. The first 
duty of the temporary chairman will 
be to appoint a nominating committee 
who will select a slate of candidates 
for the needed offices to be presented 
to the meeting for their vote. After 
the voting the permanent chairman 
takes over. His first duty will be to 
appoint committees for the naming 
of the club, writing up its by-laws, 
exhibits, programs, auctions, etc. 

Thereafter the order of business 
will follow the pattern set out by the 
Committee on By-Laws. 

A few “Musts” 

The program committee should 
urge every member to give a short 
talk or paper on some phase of col- 
lecting. Everyone has something of 
importance to say and none will want 
to pass up his turn at presenting a 
paper or talk. For absolute beginners 
a few remarks on why they became 
collectors or joined the club should 
be acceptable. The program com- 
mittee can settle on the time allotted 
for these talks. 

A spot should be found on some 
group or committee for every mem- 
ber. In this way each member be- 
comes vitally interested in the success 
of his club. It is fatal to the club 
if one person is allowed to monopolize 
the club. It must be a democratic 
unit, with all members participating 
by voice and deed in its operation. 
Officers, especially, must be consider- 
ate of all opinions even though some 
seem unwise. The body of members 
in open meeting will generally be on 
the conservative side on most issues. 
Each of the charter members should 
be on some committee and each 
should be made to feel that he has 
shared equally in getting the club 
under way and will continue to share 
in keeping it going. 

A few Suggestions 

Experience has proved that light 
refreshments served after the meet- 
ings are effective in holding interest 
and promoting informality. Most peo- 
ple take a snack after the theater, 
evening out, etc. A snack at the coin 


club will make it the homey thing 
it should be. Elaborate preparations 
must be avoided for the reason that 
no one likes to clean up after the 
rest have gone. Simple fare of dough- 
nuts or cookies and coffee eliminates 
the clean-up problem, for the only 
“dishes” involved are cardboard con- 
tainers for the coffee and cream and 
dixie cups for individual servings. 
The club can afford to carry this 
expense, which ought not to be much. 
If it does prove to be a burden some 
means of financing it can be evolved. 

One way to help pay such costs is 
the auction meeting conducted by the 
auction committee who can assume 
or delegate the conduct of an auction 
for each meeting. Five per cent of 
all auction sales revert to the treas- 
ury. Any member may offer items 
for the auction, or, if the committee 
wishes, can conduct their own auc- 
tioneering. Where tried, the auction 
has become an item of real interest 
to all members. 


Juniors 

Special consideration is to be shown 
to juniors, whose membership fee 
should be one-half that of regular 
members. They must be nurtured in 
the fine traditions of numismatics. 
The older members are under real 
obligation to guide them in their col- 
lecting choices and to help them in 
every way. The auctions ought tacitly 
to be conducted with the juniors in 
mind. Items ought to be “sold” to 
juniors at prices that actually are 
real values. Older members ought not 
to push bidding against juniors. Of 
course these hints are to be tempered 
with prudence and charity. 

The Charter and By-Laws com- 
mittee should be advised to make 
the charter short and simple avoid- 
ing legalistic jargon such as “where- 
at’; be-it-resolved; parties-of-the- 
first-part; we-attest ; etc. 

From this detailed advice it may 
seem that the organizing of a coin 
club is difficult. Actually once started 
it almost rolls itself along. Good 
meeting!

Danger in Cleaning Coins 

Dear Mr. Mosher: 

The article entitled, “Let’s Keep It 
Clean,” by G. R. L. Potter, which 
appeared in the January Numismatist 
has prompted this letter. 

I must register strong disapproval 
of Mr. Potter’s recommendation to 
the “average” collector to abuse his 
coins with caustic and corrosive chem- 
icals. 

By trade I am an analytical chem- 
ist. Some time ago I mistreated a 
few coins of inconsequential value by 
the processes described and have dis- 
carded all his ideas as inadequate. 

It is a strong desire among all of 
us to acquire and preserve our coins 
in the best condition possible. Those 
who clean coins, and most of us do 
at one time or other, must learn at 
their own expense. May I pass along 
a few points which may be of some 
value to the coin cleaners and 
painters. 

Mr. Potter warned in his article 
that cyanide is poisonous. Though I 
know many chemicals more poison- 
ous, this one is characteristically 
nasty to handle. I have tremendous 
respect for its toxicity and use great 
care in handling it. Cyanide solutions 
should never be heated, nor should 
acids be added. The lethal vapors are 
generated on heating or acidifying 
and can do considerable harm to one’s 
health before he realizes it. These 
vapors pass into the atmosphere all 
the time the solution is open, so make 
it a cardinal rule NEVER TO USE 
CYANIDE IN A CLOSED OR 
POORLY VENTILATED ROOM. 

Persons with blood or bone mal- 
adies may be allergic to traces of 
cyanide vapors. They may develop 
headaches or “neuralgic” pains even 
on short exposure. 

Cyanide solutions are necessarily 
strongly alkaline. Potassium cyanide 
is the salt of a strong alkali and a 
very weak acid — hydrocyanic acid. 
The “soapy” feeling of cyanide solu- 
tion Mr. Potter described is caused 
by the alkali in the solution reacting 
with the oils in his skin, which forms 
a soap. 

The only excuse for using pottas- 
sium cyanide solution to clean coins 
is the ease with which it will remove 
metallic crustations from the surface 


of a coin. The cyanide readily forms 
complex salts with silver and copper 
corrosions and the alkaline potash 
easily brings them into solution. 

Perhaps a better way to clean coins 
is to clip the coin to the negative pole 
of a single dry cell and submerge the 
coin into a weak ammonia solution. 
A carbon or graphite rod should be 
attached to the positive pole. Am- 
monia has a similar chemical effect 
on silver and copper as cyanide, but 
the action is slower. 

Coin cleaners might understand 
better what they are doing if they 
devote a little study to the nature of 
corrosion. Books on the subject may 
be obtained at large public libraries. 

No commercial metal is pure. The 
impurities in the metal surround the 
metal crystals. On the surface of the 
coin which is in contact with the air, 
moisture, dust and fingerprints, local 
electric currents are generated be- 
tween the metal crystal, the metal 
impurities and atmospheric moisture 
and dust. In effect, a small electric 
battery is created. This is called a 
galvanic cell. The metal is destroyed 
by the formation of copper and silver 
salts, and pockets are formed in the 
surface of the coin where metal crys- 
tals formerly existed. In “cleaning” 
the coin, these salts are dissolved 
away and the pock marks are left, 
a blemish which is readily observ- 
able under the low-power field of 
a microscope. 

Galvanic action devours most 
eagerly upon the metal crystals 
which have been subjected to great- 
est strain by the striking die. That 
is around the lines of the bust and 
the letters of the inscriptions. The 
pock-marked irregularity can be seen 
with a magnifying glass on many so- 
called “brilliant uncirculated” coins. 

Another disagreeable feature en- 
countered in cleaning coins is the 
depositing of a thin film of the clean- 
ing chemicals, corrosive as they are, 
on the surfaces and in the crevices 
of the metal crystals where it CAN- 
NOT be scrubbed away. This film 
encourages faster and more extensive 
corrosion than before. 

May I reiterate that THERE IS 
NO SATISFACTORY CLEANING 
METHOD FOR COINS YET DE- 
VISED. 
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As for painting the coins, using 
cellulose-based lacquers comes poorly 
recommended. There are fairly pure 
cellosolves available, but many of 
these lacquers contain cellulose ni- 
trate and traces of sulfides. The acids 
released by the slow deterioration of 
these are deleterious to coin surfaces. 

Plastics are unstable colloids. All 
plastics deteriorate on aging. The 
products formed by their decomposi- 
tion might often be harmful to coins. 
This statement categorically includes 
paints, lacquers, shellacs, varnishes 
and the transparent sheet material now 
on the market for protecting coins. 

In using these “protective” mate- 
rials, one must bear in mind that he 
is sealing in moisture and dirt, giving 
corrosion a better chance to work. 

Coins ideally should be kept in a 
well-ventilated, cool, dark and dry 
place. A felt lined tray is best for 
this purpose.

Would Eliminate Club Reports 

Dear Mr. Mosher: 

Constructive criticism, to me, can 
be of value in many instances, and 
with this thought in mind I take the 
keyboard in hand and speak my piece. 

My subject concerns REPORTS OF 
CLUB MEETINGS, the contents of 
which consumes many valuable pages 
in The Numismatist. 

It is my opinion that these reports 
could be eliminated and replaced by 
articles and other features of much 
more interest to collectors. True, Mr. 
Jones may like to see his name in 
print, but when it concerns nothing 
more important than a cut and dried 
club meeting, then Mr. Jones and his 
small circle of friends are probably 
the only ones interested. 

Each month when my copy of The 
Numismatist arrives, I can usually be 
sure of enjoying it to the fullest. 
Besides the interesting stories, I mull 
over the ads and glance over the list 
of applicants for membership, but for 
the life of me I can’t find anything 
of interest or value in the club re- 
ports. The fact that Mr. Whitlatch 
of the Copper Coin Club displayed a 
fine set of commemorative half dol- 
lars leaves me about as enthused as 
seeing the shah of Persia’s portrait 
on a postage stamp. 

I don’t make this point without 
study, because I have read and re- 
read many of the club reports. Most 


of them are alike in substance and 
it’s a rare occasion when you find 
something which hasn’t been hashed 
over pretty much in practically every 
report in any given issue of the 
magazine. 

My idea is this: The final 10 pages 
of our magazine are devoted to club 
reports. On the average there are 
about 50 lines to the page and about 
12 words to the line. That’s 600 
words to the page and in 10 pages it 
amounts to something like 6,000 words. 

Now, that’s getting pretty technical, 
but I use this method of pointing out 
that 6,000 words wasted (my opinion) 
on club reports could be changed to 
6,000 words of the kind of reading 
which fills the front half of the maga- 
zine and which, I think, must have a 
much wider appeal to readers. 

I think a column incorporating new 
ideas or new features of club meet- 
ings over the country would be fine, 
and when a club DOES work up 
something unusual or add something 
new to its program which might be 
of interest to other clubs, then let the 
secretary write it up and send it 
along to you. 

I think a colmun under the heading 
of new ideas could feature many 
things, including new methods of 
housing coins, of cleaning coins, or 
anything new which pertains to coin 
collecting. 

Let’s hope I haven’t offended club 
members and club secretaries too 
deeply, but I seriously think the 
above mentioned space could be put 
to much better use and to the advan- 
tage of everyone concerned.

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Canadian Market for Gold Coins 

The Canadian public in general, and 
Canadian numismatists in particular, 
were quite surprised when they 
learned recently that gold coins were 
being traded freely on the open mar- 
ket in Toronto. The buying and sell- 
ing of gold coins in Canada is quite 
legal, but somehow or other the idea 
of gold coins being traded in this 
manner just hadn’t occurred to most 
Canadians. However, the idea did 
occur to John M. Rogers, a partner 
in the firm of Doherty, Roadhouse & 
Co., members of the Toronto Stock 
Exchange. Early in January of this 
year this firm announced that they 
would trade gold coins and the inter- 
est that this announcement aroused 
served to firm up the quotations. 

One would not think that there 
would be many gold coins around, 
aside from those in the hands of col- 
lectors. Many people have a gold 
piece which they keep for sentimental 
reasons, but the fact that gold coins 
have for some time been worth con- 
siderably more than face value has 
resulted in the turning in of most 
coins in the possession of private 
individuals. In spite of this, some 
rather substantial holdings have come 
to light. Mr. Rogers is reported as 
saying that one lot of $10,000 in gold 
coin was sold recently in Toronto. 
In view of the fact that one $20 gold 
piece brought $75 one would be 
inclined to think that this particular 
piece had numismatic value. 

As an indication of the price at 
which gold coins are changing hands 
in Toronto these days, the following 
prices are quoted from the “Northern 
Miner” of January 20, 1949:

Token Collectors Invited to Unite

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A Stone Model by a Nuremberg 
Artist of the Renaissance 

From a Viennese collection a 
most artistic piece has come to this 
country and has recently been ac- 
quired by the undersigned. 

It is a “Kehlheim Stone” model, 
carved by the famous Mathes Gebel, 
who was a citizen and “stone carver” 
in Nuremberg after 1523. 

During the period between 1514 
and 1600, the finest period of German 
medallic art, stone models were cut 
by hand in a long and difficult process. 
From the model of either “Solnhofen 
Slate” or “Kehlheim Stone” negative 
molds were made which served as 
casting ground for the various copies. 



The description of the stone model 
at hand is the folowing: 

IORG • VON • EMBS • XXXXXII 
. IAR • ALT 

It shows the bearded portrait from 
the right side, without hat, wearing a 
fur-lined leather coat and a lace 
collar, all within a foliated edge. On 
the exergue there are the artist’s 
initials: M G. 

The characters of the inscription 
are clear and dainty, beautiful prod- 
ucts of the early 16th century. The 
portrait is remarkably well drawn, 
every hair of beard and moustache, 
every rimple on forehead and around 
the eyes, every detail of coat and 
collar, are brought out in that mar- 
velous perfection so typical for the 
original works of Mathes Gebel. The 
head seems to live; one gets an im- 
pression of the character of the por- 
trayed Jorg von Embs, 52 years old, 
and can almost read his thoughts. 


Jorg (his full name is Georg Junior 
vom Embs zu Beroldstein) was born 
in 1490 of an ancient noble family. 
History books report that in 1539 he 
was present at a “Rittertag” or 
Knights’ Meeting in the old city of 
Altmuhl. 

The medal copied from this piece 
is described in the work of Habich 
under number 1208. This very stone 
model appears in the catalogue of 
the collection of the late Anselm 
Baron von Rothschild, Vienna 1866, 
under number 356. Its diameter is 
1% inches, and it is set in a wooden 
frame measuring 2^ inches. 

As this piece is one of the finest 
products of Renaissance art, it is with 
pleasure that the undersigned pub- 
lishes it here.

B. Max Mehl Featured in SEP 

Once again, B. Max Mehl of Ft.

The article is well illustrated, and 
in addition to coins it shows one of 
the most characteristic portraits of

Anti-Aircraft Coin Charm 

In 1945, other means, such as inter- 
ceptors and anti-aircraft guns, having 
failed to keep American planes from 
hammering time and again the Japan- 
ese homeland, the Japs resorted to 
charms to w r ard off American attacks. 
The pattern illustrated was discovered 
on the beach near Okayama by U.S. 
Third Fleet carrier planes. It is a 
representation of an old Japanese 
copper coin used about 300 years ago 
and copied as late as 1868. 



In modern Japan it is frequently 
hung on doorways to ward off evil 
spirits from the house. The two char- 
acters reading from top to bottom are 
“Kwan-ei” and represent the period 
of the coin and the two characters 
from left to right spell “currency.” 
The square in the center represents 
the hole in the coin.

“Nickel” Outfits Want iVz Cent Piece 

2V 2 0 pieces and 7%0 pieces will 
be jingling in the pockets of the 
American people before the end of 
six months if the aims of the Amer- 
ican Institute for Intermediate Coin- 
age are achieved. The new group 
was formed December 18 at a meet- 
ing of representatives from business, 
labor and consumer groups. The out- 
moded United States coinage system 
is creaking and groaning under the 
demands made on it by the American 
economy, and needs more small coins, 
according to Edward W. Mehren, 
president of The Squirt Company, 
Beverly Hills, California, one of the 
founders and chairman of the board 
of the new Institute. He estimated a 
saving to the American people of 
eight and one-half billion dollars if 
2%0 and 7^0 coins are placed in cir- 
culation. Mandel L. Anixter, Legal 
Counsel for the Institute, pointed out 
that in order for the Treasury De- 
partment to mint the additional de- 
nominations, legislation would have 
to be enacted by Congress. He said 
that the conclusions reached by the 
Institute could be embodied in a pro- 
posed bill for Congressional consider- 
ation or submitted to the Council of 
Economic Advisors to the President 
of the United States.
